We must- have more oysters. Tho 


United States fish commission lias de- 
creed that tho bivalves BhiiH be propti- 
gtitcd, and not exterminated. Science 
is to bo applied as an assistant to na- 
ture. The skillful liund of man is tore- 
quire the mollusUs to heed the injunc- 
tion to "increase mid multiply." When 
obedience to this command is com- 
pelled, the oysters will "replenish tho 
earth." 
Strange as it may appear to the cas- 


ual or superficial reader, it is a fact 
that at present the supply of oysters is 
but n fraction of the demand. What, 
the lish commission desires to accom- 
plish is to bring the mollnsks within 
reach of all. 
To accomplish this end it 


proposes to establish nt least one sta- 
tion devoted to breeding oysters by 
| methods newly invented. 


The young oysters thus obtained, 


called "spat," arc to be planted in all 
the oyster-producing waters of tho 
United States. Up north, on the Con- 
necticut shore of Long Island sound 
and in the river and estuaries of New 
York state, the fishermen arc most 
anxious to bo assisted in this way, and 
down south a widespread desire is feVj 
to inalccs use of fresh scientific discov- 
eries for the purpose of creating n new 
industry. It is only in Maryland that 
an entire apathy seems to be felt on 
the subject, and the oyster beds of the 
Chesapeake are being permitted to go 
to ruin, simply because tho state does 
not realize that they are worth keep- 
ing up. Within a, few years, if things 
continue to go on as they do now, the 
Chesapeake will have ceased to be un 
ovster ground. At all events, so the 
fish commission says. And the ofliciuls 
of tho fish commission know all about 
those matters aquatic and piscatorial. 


In the city of Baltimore hundreds of 


thousands of dollars are invested in 
the oyster business. There arc oyster 
dredges, 
oyster 
steamers, 
oyster 


wharves, oyster canneries, wholesale 
oyster houses; and thousands of men 
lire engaged in handling the business 
in detail. 
And 3'ct, becauso nature 


has supplied this excellent food fish in 
great abundance, the people assume 
that the production will continue for- 
ever in spite of the assaults made by 
man. 
The scientists engaged in the propa- 


gation of aquatic animal life say that 
only by careful and determined effort 
can tho oysters be preserved. There nrc 
two methods-employed for oyster prop- 
agation by artifice. 
One is wholly 


artificial and the other only partly eo. 
By the former n. quantity of breeding 
oysters arc placed in an inclosuro to 
which tho tide has access, baskets filled 
with shells and other suitable mate- 
rials being so placed as to catch the 
adhering- spawn as it Hows in and out 
with the tides. The other process con- 
sists in chopping up together tin-re- 
productive portions of the male and 
female oysters while they are in the 
breeding condition. 
Not so very lonfr 


ago it was supposed that the oyster 
bad no sex. Now, however, it is known 
that these, bivalves are both male and 
female. In tho breeding season the fc- 
ruule expels its myriads of crggsintn the 
Mowing water and only those of them 
become oysters which happen to come. 
into contact with the germs distrib- 
uted in the same manner by the male. 
This, of course, implies that only a 
sirinll percentage of the eggs become 
oysters, but the fish commission pro- 
poses to apply thisbivalvnlar fecundity

Sueeess- 
ful plantings have been made und now 
those states are developing ffroat oys- 
ter industries. 
During the eomm 


winter we expect to get some very good 
oysters from the Carolina coasts, and 
at prices so moderate that the robber 
barons of the Chesapeake will be sur- 
prised and startled. We will hereafter 
be able to purchase this salt sea food 
nt rates made reasonable by competi- 
tion. 
In establishing new oyster grounds, 


or farms, the bottom of the sea is llrst 
covered with what they call "cnlteb," 
which is usually composed chielly of 
oyster and clam shells or any stuff of 
that sort. Thin shells of whatever dr. 
Bcriptio'i may he most readily obtaiua 
Me arc desirable for the purpoS'.!, jnns- 
ratich as they soon rut and fall to 
pieces, thus distributing the individual 
oysters attached to them. 
It i.s im- 


portant that tlie young oysters should 
be distributed as much as possible, be- 
cause when a lot of them attach them- 
selves to a single permanent object, 
like a small rock, they overgrow one 
another and aggregnte themselves into 
n. mass less useful commercially, while 
their growth is itself impeded incident- 
ally. 
When nn oyster bed is prepared for 


planting, the commission buys oysters 
from dredgers, who sell them in the 
Bhnpe of old shells and all sorts of such 
truck soonpod up from below, which is 
found to be inerustcd with 
young 


oysters of various ages. From thirty 
to fifty ci.'iits n bushel is charged for 
this material in the crude, and the com- 
mission simply throws it 
into th 


water and lets the oysters do the rest. 
As the shells decay they will distribute 
themselves, und soon e;ieh planter will 
havj' an oyster heel of his own. Each 
year he dumps in as innny more bush- 
els of young oysters ns may lie ncces- 
siirv ll> recruit tho supply, and the crop 
is as sure us tiny other so long ns care 
s taken to keep away the enemies 
vhirh may attack it.

.re the starfish, the winkle and tiiu 
drill. 


The starfish is n si rangier. It en- 


velops the oyster with its arms, presses 
its body against the natural opening, 
and smothers its victim until it dies, 
and then, when its muscular power i.s 
exhausted, and the shell is opened, the 
st;n- tisH absorbs it. The drill bores- 
through the oyster with its rasping 
feet, and suelcs the soft jelly-like vic- 
tim through the hole thus made.
